unfortunate after all. as. had she not 
-keenw rac hsd . she most certainly 
would have been sunk by German 
warships The Epsom was on the 
rocks at t'arerra Point In August when 
news uf the outbreak of war reached 
the officers, and the delay in floating 
her was Just long enough, 'as It hap¬ 
pened. to keep her safely out of dan¬ 
gerous maters while the German 
cruiser* were in the vicinity. Remark¬ 
able to relate it was a German mill 
owner who brought ths news of the 
war to the stranded ship.

The postal note must then be 
signed and date-stamped In the usual 
manner, and the war stamp must also 
he cancelled with an Impression of the 
date stamp. • 

The value of the war stamp (Ic.i will. 
be collected from the purchaser of the 
note in addition to the usual charges 
Where a remittance is made up with 
two or more notes, a war stamp must 
of course be attached to each and every 
note.
